Inquiries in the leading centres of} 
industry indicate that the operaticn 
of the summer time act is among 
other, results having the effect of in- 
creasing the output in shipyards avd 
engineering works. On the northeast 
coast some of the yards have been 
able to arrange additional spells of 
daylight overtime, and in other ces- 
tablishments there has been an in- 


crease in output owing to the fact 
that there are in the aggregate a 
large number of extra hours when 


the work can be carried on without 
the aid of artificial light and ith a 
lessened sense of fatigue. 

If statistics can be kept which wili 
enable comparisons to be instituted 
between the output of the past sum 
mer and the corresponding period of 
last year it is believed that the com- 
parison will be all to the advantage 
of the present year.
